Our wants and complaints are spread before Thee, and Thou knowest what 
we-mneed, batter than we can think, or even ask.' 
"Many years ago, in a great movement in the Congregational Church, Dea. 
Sears avowed himself a believer in one God, a Unitarian; quite a grief 
to his wife, a sweet Christian lady. Later on, they both accepted the 
faith, that evil can never perpetuate itself, in the other life, and as 
the result every soul shall confess, and glorify God forever."
